Sbiiator Feai'iion's bill, introduced this

tions slmll annually make returns to the 
secretary of state, tmd contains no reserve 
or exemption clause. 


The othf.-r bill introduced by Senator 


Pearson is one calculated to remedy an 
evil and corrupt practice that seems to bt; 
«;rowhi(,' in this city. 


It proposes to place mill officials on an 


equal footing with public officials so fur 
as tin: law for preventing or discouraging 
"bribery is concerned.

THE SUN oiHc<: that, overseers of mills are 
using their position as a means of private 
yaiu, and by so doin« impose not only 
on the operatives but upon the corpora- 
tions which employ them. 


The great influx of foreigners to this

"bonus from persons whom they provide 
•with work. 
Only this week, word was 


received at THE Su.v office that ari over- 
seer iu one of our large mills had establish- 
ed a laud agency, and was disposing of 
house lots to men in his employ.

•week as pay-day, comes around these men 
art* obliged to walk up to the overseer's' 
desk, open taeir pay envelopes, and de- 
posit, the sum required of them weekly. 
Pailure to comply with these requirements 
means dismissal from ArorfcY'of.'Course" not 
oa these grounds apparently, but on some 
trumped up charge. 


These officials at present, are unre- 


stricted by any law, so far as this under- 
handed, practk-H of bribery is concerned 
and Senator Pearson feels reasonably as- 
sured that the bill endorsed by him will 
secure passage, when the abuses at pres- 
ent existing are made known to the senate 
und the house.

Bids. 


'WASHINGTON, Feb. 3.—Late yesterday 


afternoon the treasury officials completed 
the computation of the bids received fur 
the new bond issue, from which ic'appears 
that the amount of the bids above thkt of 
j. P. >£orgu.n and his associates ($110.6877] 
was $Bti,788,650, undthat the amount which 
will be awarded to the syndicate, there- 
fore, wP.l bs $33,211,350, or, approximately, 
one-third of the whole issue. 


The number of successful bidders is 781. 


In arriving at this conclusion, the offi- 
cials have thrown out a very few bids 
obviously fictitious,-nnd a larger number 
which were irregular In important par- 
ticulars. Spme of those bore no signature, 
and others did not contain the amount in- 
tended to be bid for,'while still others 
omitted the rate. 


These last, however, are not supposed to 


aggregate any considerable sum. The fucc 
that two-thirds of the entire issue are 
found to have been at rates ranging abort 
S110.B877 is something of a surprise to all 
who heard the bids announced, but there

on the part of treasury officers in handling 
the bids, now going the rounds of the 
press. 


While unwilling to dignify by denial 


the absurd charges, Secretary Carlisle au- 
thorizes that the fullest publicity be given 
the proceedings: Ic -became evident last 
weak at the raw that the indorsed pack- 
ages were coming in that some advance 
preparations would be necessary to pre- 
vent a clog at the last moment, and so a 
committee, of three were'chosen—Eckels, 
Morgan andHuatington—who, with three 
fully trusted assistants, began, .Monday 
morning, the opening and recording of 
the bids. 


Up to Tuesday night these six men had 


balloted 3500 bids, but Wednesday morn- 
ing's mail was of such proportions that a 
half-dozen more 
trusted helpers 
were 


taken into-the secret chamber. No one of 
the men, including the original com- 
mittee, left the room, after entering it 
Wednesday morning, until the bids were 
made public, and it was at this time that 
all the big bids came in. The Morgan bid 
and the Stewart bid came between 11 
o'clock and uoon, and, almost simultane- 
ously, the Morgan bid was brought to the 
treasury by a clerk of Harvey JE'lsli & Sons. 


An incident which occurred during the 


reading of the bids throws some further 
light upon the alleged inside knowledge: 
The Stewart bid was 110.075. This cipher, 
llr. Ecfcles, in reading, overlooked, and 
'or a long time read off every such bid as 
110.75, which put it ahead of the Morgan 
bid of 110.68. Bepresentatives of the Mor- 
;an syndicate were plainly upset by this, 
and took a new interest in things when 
;he correction was made. Secretary Car- 
lisle's first tnowiedpe of the Morgan bid, 
or even that one had been made, was the 
ipplause he heard from the nexs room 
when the hundred-million offer was read. 
-The practice of opening bids in advance 
snot new.

tont it concerns them in various ways.

On general principles it might be sup- 


'posctl that if tho liquor business is bettor 
conducted by the police board so also 
•would the various other lines of business 
covered by ininorlicenses. 
i 
At present the aldermen grant minor 


licenses, and in so doing are guided some- 
times by the advice o£ the chief of po- 
lice. 


In some cases they can, if they see fit, 


grant licenses to men whom -that 
official 


pronounces unworthy of licenses. 
: It any abuse arises the aldermen cannot 
deal with it so effectively as could tho po- 
lice board. 


They havo not the time to give to such 


matters. They receive no pay and can- 
not be expected to lavish their time upon 
such trifles. 


But supposo they allow abuses to exist 


where is tho remedy? There is none ex- 
cept an appeal to the people not to elect 
them again. That is a very dubious rem- 
edy because the voters are sometimes de- 
luded'and deceived. 
But If the police 


board permits an abuse the mayor s:ands 
ready to rectify it 
by 
removing the 


officials responsible. Thus it appears the 
police board can be called to account more 
readily than can an alderman. 


Besides tho police board is paid for do- 


Ing this business and thera is no reason 
why it should be imposed upon the alder- 
men. 


Although some o£ the minor licenses 


Sena, unimportant yet they may lead to 
serious abuses if not properly restricted. 


It is doubtful if at present'the hack 


drivers have equitable rules to regulate 
their business.

tion of 18S1 Great Britain has recognized 
the Transvaal as independent internally, 
but its external relations nre subject to 
the control of Great Britain. There is uo 
reason to anticipate that a foreign state 
will dispute our rights, but it is necessary 
to state clearly that the government in- 
tends to maintain them in their entirety. 
Internally, Great: Britain is justified in 
the interests uf South Africa as a whole, 
aud for the peace and stability of the 
Transvaal, to tender friendly counsels re- 
garding tha newcomers, mainly British 
subjects." 


Tlie dispatch then deals at length with 


the grievances of tlie Rand, aud expresses 
Mr. Chamberlain's belief that difficulty of 
naturalization and the franchise could be 
met by granting the franchise after live 
years' residence and the removal of the 
objectionable features of the oath of al- 
legiance, which still would effectually de- 
prive the person' of his status as u British 
subject. 


Mr. Chamberlain then suggests the con- 


sideration of the other grievances, taxa- 
tion, education and monopolies, and es- 
pecially the exclusion, of Uitianders from 
tho police, and proposes that the Hand be 
accorded modified local autonomy, includ- 
ing control of its own taxation, subject to 
the payment to the government of annum, 
sliding tribute, based on the fluctuations 
of the iniuiug industry, such legislation 
to be subject to the veto of the presideuc 
aud executive. 


Mr. Chamberlain further suggests that 


the Rand also be given a superior law 
court, and that the Banders be not on- 
titled to a voico iu thu volksraad executive 
or in the president's election, thus reliev- 
ing the burghers of their haunting fear 
that thu newcomers would utilize 
the 


franchise to upseo their form of govern- 
ineuc. 


The dispatch concludes: 
"These sug- 


gestions are not offered in degradation of 
the president's authority, but us a sincere 
and friendly contribution of her majest-y's 
government 10 tho settlement of u ques- 
tion which continues to threaten the 
quietude of the republic aud tlie welfare 
and progress of South Africa.11 


As thu settlement involves so many de- 


tails which are easier settled by a pcr- 
sunul conference, Mr. Chamberlain sug- 
gests to President Kruger that, if it is 
convenient and agreeable to him, he 
should come to England. 


Rhodes Has His 
Way. 


LONDON, Feb. S.—The Times says: "We 


are enabled to make the important an- 
nouncement that arrangements concern- 
ing the affairs of the Chartered South 
African company have beeu provisionally 
settled.

He was 
principal clerk o£ the Indiana house of 
representatives at the session of 1843-1:, 
and was later chosen clerk of the first state 
constitutional convention,. and when the 
house of representatives was organized 
after tho adoption of the constitution he 
became the speaker.

gress as a pemo.orat, serving through con- 
secutive terms until 1SG1, when'he re- 
signed to become a banker at Indian- 
apolis.

banker, Mr. English accumulated, a large 
fortune.

It proposes to place mill officials on nn 


equal footing \vith public otlicials so far 
as ih« huv for preventing or discouraging 
bribery is concerned. 


Complaints are frequently received at 


THK SCN oilice that overseers of mills are 
using their position as a means of private 
gain, and by so doing impose not only 
on tho operatives but upon the corpora- 
tions which t-inploy them. 


The ^reat; influx of foreigners to this 


city uffords an excellent chance to mill of- 
ficials desiro'.s.i of doing 
*>o to secure a 


bonus from persons whom they provide 
with work. Only this week, word was 
received at THE SUN oflice that an over- 
seer in one of our large mills hnd establish- 
ed a la.ad agency, and was disposing of 
house lots to men in his employ. Every 
week n.s pay-da}', conies around these men 
are obliged to walk up to tbe 
overseer's 


desk, open their pay envelopes, and de- 
posit the sum required of them weekly. 
.Failure to comply with these requirements 
means dismissal from work, of course not 
on these grounds apparently, but on yome 
trumped up charge.

-The Milford & AVoonsocket and the 


Milford, Franklin and Providence rail- 
roads were both leased about. eight years 
ago by the X. Y. and X. E., company for 
99 years; but as a result of a bill intro- 
duced in the legislature two weeks ago, 
asking that the B. & A. and N. E. com- 
panies'be compelled to unite in building a 
union depot in Milford, the latter prompt- 
ly retaliated by informing the officers of 
the two branch roads that it would not 
operate, the lines after April 1, under 
present; conditions,, and that the matter of 
a"ifnion station" must be taken up with "the 
owners. 


By using these two lines with the Mas- 


sachusetts & Rhode Island road, the Bos- 
ton & M"ain-e would gain an entrance to 
Providence.something it has long desired. 
The new line from Lawrence would make 
the shortest and most direct route to Prov- 
idence and the sound, and it might be ex- 
pected to do an enormous freight business 
from the sounds to all points in northern 
New England.

TVhat tho Union Is Doing For the Cause of 


Labor— Shorter Hom-s. 


The local cigarmakers' union held an 


important meeting Thursday night. 
I; 


was a regular meeting but every meeting 
of the Cirgarmakers' union is important 
because it is the one union of this city that 
lias accomplished anything remarkable,the 
one union in which employes and em- 
ployees ar^ fellow members. 


There are bet 30 membiu'd of the local 


Cigarmiikers' union and they 
include 


about all the Cig:ir:uakers' in town, 
but 


those 30 do more for their own interests 
than some unions with a. membership of 
300. 


At the meeting routine business was 


transuded for a starter and then Mr. M. 
O'Neil was elected auditor and M. Sulli- 
van 
member of the executive board. 


George Farley and William liaynes .were 
elected inspectors for Saturday's election 
of international officers. 


General labor matters were discussed 


and the secretary reported the receipts 
and expenditures for the year. 


The total receipts to the international 


fund were $1558.58 and the items paid 
was .5715; sick and deatli benefits, loans 
to travelling cigarmakers, S230.E15; out of 
work benefits, $513.5(1; the last being paid 
by voluntary subscriptions by the mem- 
bers, the incidentals amounted to $3i;:i.02. 
A movement is on foot and it will be dis- 
cussed at the national convention in .De- 
troit, to shorten the hours of labor to six 
or sevitn per day,'instead of eight. 
It 


is thought the measure will become a law 
ere long. 


The cigarmakers are great people to as- 


sist their unemployed brothers. 


There is nothing compulsory about the 


custom and everything done in that line 
is voluntary, but there doesn't exist the 
man who would refuse to go into his 
pocket to assist a brother out of work. In 
the city of Boston there are 400 men out 
of work and 1400 men employed contri- 
bute 50 cents per week for their support. 
The entire International union expended 
$195,000 on out-of-work benefits alone.

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GRANTING MINOR LICENSES. 


At present thero i3 a bill before the leg- 


islature to transfer the power of granting 
minor licenses in this city from the board 
of aldermen to the police board. 
The 


people in guneral are not deeply Interest- 
ed in this matter although to a certain ex- 
tenS it concerns them in various ^vays. 


:. On general principles it might bo sup- 
posed that if the liquor business is better 
conducted by the police board so also 
•would the various other lines of business 
covered by minor licenses. 


At present the aldermen grant minor 


licenses, and in so doing are guided some- 
tlmos by the advice of the chief of po- 
lice. 


In some cases they can, if they see fit, 


grant licenses to mon whom that 
official 


pronounces unworthy of licenses. 


If any abuse arises the aldermen cannot 


deal with it 10 effectively as could the po- 
lice board. 


They have not the time to give to such 


matters. They receive no pay and can- 
not bo expected to lavish their time upon 
such trifles. 


But supposo they allow abuses to exist 


where is tha remedy ? There is none ex- 
cept an appeal to the people not to eloct 
them otrain. That is a very dubious rem- 
edy because the voters ars sometimes de- 
luded and deceived. 
But if the police 


board permits an abuso the mayor stands 
ready to rectify it 
by 
removing the 


officials responsible. Thus it appears the 
police board can bo called to account more 
readily than can an alderman. 


Besides the police board is paid for do- 


ing this business and thero is no reason 
•why it should be imposed upon the alder- 
men. 


Although some of the minor licenses 


Seem unimportant yet they may lead to 
•erlous abuses if not properly restricted. 


It is doubtful if at present the hack 


drivers hnva equitable rules to regulate 
their business. 


AVe have known a hack driver to refuse 


to carrry passengers on demand, although 
licensed for that purpose. 


It is but a short time since Agent Lud- 


lani asked a hack driver to taka him 
home and was refused, although the man 
had no other engagement at tha time. 
Various charges of this kind have been 
preferred against hackmen from time to 
time but no redress has ever been ob- 
tained. 


In the licensing of junk dealers,hawkers, 


pawn brokers and su-ill collectors, it is 
not likely that the aldermen can investi- 
gate the applications as could the police 
board, and for this as for the other rea- 
sons tnentioned we consider it best to 
transfer the power to the latter, as pro- 
posed by the bill now before the legisla- 
ture.

In arriving at this conclusion, tho offi- 
cial* hi\VD thrown out a very faw bids, 
obviously fictitious, find si larger number 
which w«ro Irregular in Important par- 
ticulars. Spme of those boro no si^naturu, 
and others did not contain the amount in- 
tended to be bid lor, whils still others 
omitted tho rate. 


These last, however, nro rot supposed to 


»gsrogato any coustdcrablo sum. The face 
that tsvo-thmls of the entire issue arc 
found ro have been at rates ranging abovo 
£110.oS77 Is some thing o! a surprise to all 
who hearii tho bids announced, but thero 
is no question of tho accuracy of the 
statement, as all of tho bids have again 
bwn gonu over and all errors made in tho 
hurry of tUo day of the opening haro been 
corrected. 


It is tlio intention of the officials to havo 


tho revised list of successful bidders ready 
for publication this afternoon, aud at tho 
same timo it is hoped to have ready for 
mailing nil of the letters of acceptances of 
bids. Is is also expected that tho utuouuts 
bid for at the several rates vrlll be ready to 
announce. 


No Crooked Work. 


Yesterday's New York World contained 


a cartoon representing .T. P. Morgan look- 
ing through tho envelope containing tho 
Stewart combine bid by the aid of tho 
newly-discovered photography. 
This is 


typical of the insinuations of uufulrness 
on the part of treasury officers In handling 
tho bids, now going the rounds of the 
press. 


While unwilling to dignify by denial 


the absurd charges, Secretary Carlisle au- 
thorizes that tho fullest publicity bo given 
tliu proceedings. It became evident last 
v.-'oeic at the rate that the indorsed pauk- 
r.gcs wero coming in that some advance 
preparations would be necessary to pre- 
vent a clog at the last moment, and so a 
committee of throe were chosen—Eckels, 
Morgan and Huntington—who, -with three 
iully trusted assistants, began, Monday 
morning, the opening and recording of 
the bids. 


Up to Tuesday night these six men had 


balloted 3530 bids, but Wednesday morn- 
ing's mail was of such proportions that a 
halt-dozen more 
trusted helpers were 


taken into the secret chamber. No one of 
tho men, including tho original . com- 
mittee, left tho room, after entering it 
Wednesday morning, until tho .bids were 
jnudo public, and it was at this time that 
nil the big bids came in. Tho Morgan bid 
and tho Stewart bid came between 11 
o'clock and noon, and, almost simultane- 
ously, the Morgan bid was brought to the 
treasury by a clerk of Harvey Fisk& Sons. 


An )ucidout which occurred during the 


reading of the bids throws some farther 
li-iht upon the alleged inside knowledge: 
The Stewart bid was 110.075. This cipher, 
Mr. Kckles, in reading, overlooked, and 
for a long timo roid off every such bid as 
110.75, Which pat it ahead of the Morgan 
bid of 110.GS. .Representatives of the Mor- 
gan syndicate were plainly upset by this, 
nud took a new interess in things when 
the correction was made. Secretary Car- 
lisle's first knowledge of tho Morgan bid, 
or even that one had been made, was tho 
applause he heard from the uest roqrn 
when tho hundred-million offer was read. 


Tho practice of opening bids in advance 


is not nyvr. In one of the former popular 
loans bid< were tabulated as soon as re- 
ceived, aud Secretary Carlisle went to 
Xew York to confer with bankers on the 
Monday before tho Thursday upon which 
the bids were to be opened. HB had dis- 
covered by this advance opening that only 
C:!,OGO,KX) of the S5u,000,OoU called for had 
been subscribed, and timely 
warning 


saved the loan from failing. 


Tho method of opening the present bond 


issue was perfectly square, and criticism 
of it is tho only safety-valve in sight t'or 
tlie pent-up hostility of those disarmed by 
the handsome success of tho loan. 


Consressioual Doings. 


Tho appropriations committee o£ the 


senate havo demcnstrated their ability to re- 
pisc tho movement which tho younger and 
newer element of thesenato have sought to 
inaugurate. The committee are one of the 
powers of tho senate, shaping all appro- 
priation bills save one. The proposed 
change drafted by Mr. Dubois contem- 
plated distributing the largo appropria- 
tion bills to U special committees. Tho 
debate has lasted several days, and it was 
considered certain thai tho reform would 
prevail. 


The first test came yesterday, nnd Mr. 


Allison, chairman of tho committee, suc- 
ceeded in having the reform resolution 
sent to the committee on rules until next 
December. The reference was without in- 
structions, and was accepted as a victory 
for tho appropriation committee and the 
conservative element of the senate. 


Mr. Frye (Me.) was chosen by unani- 


mous voto as president pro tern of tho 
ponato. It brought out a pleasant ex- 
change o! compliments from Republicans, 
Democrats and Populists. Mr. Fryo was 
sworn in and acted as presiding officer 
during the day, the vice president being 
absent.

Great Britain and her claims toward the 
Transvaal, saying;

tion oC 1884 Great Britain has recognized 
the Transvaal as independent internally, 
but its external relations are subject; to 
the control of Great Britain. There is no 
reason to anticipate that a foreign state 
wilj dispute our rights, but it is necessary 
to state clearly that the government in- 
tends to maintain them in their entirety. 
Internally, Great Britain is justified in 
the interests of South Africa as a whole, 
aud for the peace and stability of the 
Transvaal, to tender friendly counsels re- 
garding the newcomers, mainly British, 
subjects." 


The dispatch then deals at length with 


the grievances of tho Rand, and expresses 
Mr. Chamberlain's belief that difficulty of 
naturalization and the franchise could be 
met" by granting the franchise after five 
years' residence and the removal of the 
objectionable features of the oath of al- 
legiance, which still would effectually de- 
prive the person oC his status as a British 
subject. 


Mr. Chamberlain then suggests the con- 


sideration of the other grievances, taxa- 
tion, education and monopolies, and es- 
pecially the.exclusion of Uitlanders from 
the police, and proposes thac the Rand be 
accorded modified local autonomy, includ- 
iuj? control of its own taxation, subject to 
the payment to the government of annum, 
sliding tribute, based on the fluctuations 
of the mining industry, such legislation 
to bo subject; to the veto of the president 
aud executive. 


Mr. Chamberlain further suggests that 


the Rand also bo given a superior law 
court, and thac the Rauders be nofc en- 
titled to a voice in the volksraad executive 
or in the president's election, thus reliev- 
ing the burghers oC their haunting fear 
that' the uewcjomers would utilize tho 
franchise to upset their form of govern- 
ment. 


The dispatch concludes: 
"These sug- 


gestions art) not offered in degradation of 
the president's authority, but as a sincere 
and friendly coatnbucion of her majdsty's 
poverumono to the settlement of a ques- 
tion which continues to threaten the 
quietude of the republic aud the welfare 
and pi/ogress o£ South Africa." 


As the settlement involves so many de- 


tails which are easier settled by a per- 
souai cuufcreiice, Mr. Chamberlain sug- 
gests to President Kruger that, if it is 
convenient aud agreeable to him,, he 
should couie to England.
